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AN ACT concerning historic preservation.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Illinois H storic Preservation Act is
anended by changing Section 2 and adding Section 20 as

foll ows:

(a) "Council"™ means the Illinois Historic Sites Advisory

(b) "Denolish" neans raze, reconstruct or substantially
alter;

(c) "Agency" neans the H storic Preservation Agency;

(d) "Director" means t he Director of Hi storic
Preservation who Wil | serve as the State Historic
Preservation Oficer;

(e) "Place" neans (1) any parcel or contiguous grouping
of parcels of real estate under conmmon or related ownership
or control, where any significant inprovenents are at |east
40 years old, or (2) any aboriginal nound, fort, earthwork,
village, location, burial ground, historic or prehistoric
ruin, mne case or other |location which is or may be the
source of inportant archeol ogi cal data;

(f) "Registered Illinois Hstoric Place" neans any pl ace
listed on the "Illinois Register of H storic Places" pursuant
to Section 6 of this Act;

(g) "Person" neans any natural person, partnershinp,
corporation, trust, estate, association, body politic,
agency, or unit of governnent and its |l egal representatives,
agents, or assigns; and

(h) "Municipal Preservation Agency" neans any agency
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described in Section 11-48.2-3 of the "Illinois Minicipal
Code", as now or hereafter anended, or any agency wth
simlar authority created by a nunicipality under Article
VIl, Section 6 of the Illinois Constitution.

(1) "Critical H storic Feature" neans those physical and
envi ronnment al conponents which taken singly or together, make
a place eligible for designation as a Registered Illinois
Hi storic Pl ace.

(i) "ILHABS" neans the Illinois H storic Anerican

Buil di ng Survey, a survey of a building or buildings required

in accordance with the provisions of the Illinois State

Agency Historic Resources Preservation Act (20 ILCS 3420),

consisting of architectural dr awi ngs, historic cont ext

studi es, photographs, and other simlar el enents.

(k) "I LHAER' means the 1llinois H storic Anerican

Engi neeri ng Record, a survey of a structure or structures

required in accordance wth the provisions of the Illinois

State Agency Historic Resources Preservation Act (20 |ILCS

3420), consi sting of enqgineering drawi ngs, historic context

studi es, photographs, and other simlar el enents.

(1) "Archaeological survey" neans the archaeol ogical

i nvestigation required in accordance with the provisions of

the Illinois State Agency Historic Resources Preservati on Act

(20 1LCS 3420), consisting of field inspections, excavations,

lab work, witten reports, curation, and other simlar

el ement s.

Sec. 20. Cultural Resources Mtigation Grant Program

(a) Subject to appropriations, the Agency is authorized

to conduct and carry out a pilot program of cultural

resources nmtigation grants to any person required by the

project in accordance with the Illinois State Agency Historic

Resources Preservation Act (20 ILCS 3420). The grants shal

be available only in counties with nore than 40% of their

area falling within the high probability area for archaeol ogy

as defined in Section 3 of the lllinois State Agency H storic

Resources Preservation Act (20 ILCS 3420/3) and having a

popul ation of nore than 250,000 in the 2000 Census or in any

county adjacent to such a county, as long as the adjacent

county has nore than 30% of its area falling within the high

probability area for archaeol ogy. The grants shall be known

as Cul tural Resources Mtigation Grants. Cultural Resources

Mtigation Gant Program funds shall not be provided to any

other State departnent or agency. No grant shall be qgiven for

the renoval of burials, nor shall any grant be qgiven for a

project that would damage a publicly or privately owned site

listed in the National Register of Historic Pl aces.

(b) Gants shall be awarded for Phase Il and 1|1

Ar chaeol oqi cal reports, or an |LHABS or |ILHAER, subject to

availability of funding.

(c) Gant applications nay be accepted by the Agency on

or after July 1 of each fiscal year, subject to avail able

(d) The Agency must notify, in witing, the grant

applicant, no later than 30 days after the grant application

has been received by the Agency, of acceptance or denial.

(e) Each qgrant shall be limted to a maxi num of $75, 000

and no entity shall receive nore than one grant per site per

fiscal year

(f) A grant anmpunt shall not exceed 75% of the project

anmount for a Phase |Il|l survey and shall not exceed 50% of the

project anpunt for a Phase Il survey or of an |LHABS or

| LHAER project, with the renainder to be provided as natching

funds by the applicant.

(g) The Agency may enter into any contracts or

(1) purposes for which grants are avail abl e;

(2) content of applications;

(3) procedures and criteria for Agency revi ew of

grant applications, grant approvals and denials, and

grant ee _accept ance;

(4) grant paynent schedul es;

(5) qgrantee responsibilities for work schedul es,

work plans, reports, and record keeping;

(6) evaluation of qgrantee performance, including
but not Jlimted to auditing of and access to sites and
records;

(7) requirenents applicable to contracting and

subcontracting by the grantee;

(8) penalties f or nonconpl i ance with gr ant

requi renents and conditions, including stop-work orders,

term nation of grants, and recovery of grant funds; and

(9) indemification of this State and the Agency by

t he grantee.

(h) There is <created in the State treasury a speci al

fund to be known as the Cultural Resources Mtigation G ant

Fund. Funds fromthe Cultural Resources Mtigation Gant Fund

shal | be appropriated only for the purpose of this Section.

The Fund shall consist of all noneys that may be appropri ated

to it by the General Assenbly, any qifts, contri butions,

grants, or bequests received fromfederal, private, or other

sources, and noneys from the repaynent of any grants

term nated, suspended, or revoked pursuant to this Section.

Not wi t hst andi ng any other provision of law, no portion of the
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Fund, including interest, shall be transferred to the Ceneral

Revenue Fund at the end of any fiscal year.

(i) At least annually, the State Treasurer shall certify

to the Agency the anpunt deposited into the Cul t ur al

Resources Mtigation Gant Fund.

(1) Any portion of the Cultural Resources Mtigation

G ant Fund not i nmmedi ately needed for the Cul tural Resour ces

Mtigation Gant Program shall be invested by the State

Treasurer as provided by the laws of this State. Al i ncone

from such investnents shall be deposited into the Cul tural

Resources Mtigation Gant Fund.

Section 10. The Illinois State Agency Historic Resources

Preservation Act is anended by adding Section 10 as foll ows:

Sec. 10. Appeals.

(a) Any person who is required by the Agency to conduct

an archaeol ogi cal investigation or to undertake an | LHABS or

| LHAER project under the provisions of this Act may in

witing appeal such requirenent by submitting the follow ng

to the Director wthin 14 calendar days of receiving the

Agency's request for such work:

(1) A brief description of the reasons why the work

shoul d not be required, or should not be required in the

manner reguested, under this Act.

(2) Any supporting nmaterials.

(3) The nane and contact information of the

i ndi vidual who will serve as the contact for purposes of

the witten appeal.

(b) Wthin 30 calendar days the Agency shall provide

witten reasons as to why the investigation or project wll

be required as requested, not required at all, or required in

a nodi fi ed manner.
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(c) The Agency shall maintain a record of all such

appeal s and the deci si ons nnde.

Section 15. The State Finance Act is anended by adding

Section 5.595 as foll ows:
